T)ERLIN report? say that the Cuno govern- 
V ment in Germany is about to collapse. The 
wonder is that it has not resigned long ago. 
With itsjnoney worthless and repudiated by its 
people, prices rising to unheard of heights, and 
a forei'gn power in unchallenged possession of 
its most productive areas, no government could 
permanently exist. The Cuno government has 
done what it could, no doubt, to improve con- 
ditions, but it takes two to make a bargain, and 
'the French would not listen. 


Every sign points to the fact that this col- 


lapse of government in Germany is one of the 
objects sought by Poincare'a policy. He seems 
to be deliberately stalling that time may do its 
worst with Germany. Every move since the 
British began to press for action months ago 
has been an evasive attempt to put off the an- 
swer or to dodge any real effort to grapple with 
the problem of settlement which would permit 
Germany to recover. 
One can imagine Poin- 


care smiling and congratulating himself on the 
reports of the imminence of Cuno's fall. 


But what does it get France? 
The Cuno 


government will be succeeded by another, 
weaker and just as helpless. Eventually, no 
doubt, if no alteration comes in the situation, 
the people will get tired of the republic which 
is quite helpless, bound to its agreement to pay 
reparations, and will replace it, more or less 
violently, either with a communist regime or a 
return of the monarchy. One cannot imagine 
how either would be anything but a menace to 
France. Either would almost surely repudiate 
the reparation obligation and defy France to 
collect if she can. War would follow — war and 
more huge expenditures of money that France 
hasn't got. She would probably beat Germany 
if Russia did not interfere, but if she did she 
would have the same old problem, with a Ger- 
many less able to pay than ever. 


France, the country famed for its logical 


intelligence, seems to have forgotten logic and 
common-sense in an insensately revengeful 
mania for the destruction of Germany. Samson 
killed a lot of Philistines when he pulled down 
the pillars of the Temple, but he himself went 
down to death with them.

Tt Means Waste 


,VEE-PRODUCTION in oil means that there 
is a tremendous waste of the vanishing pet- 


roleum products of the country. Hundreds of 
cewwells are being brought in for the contents 
of which there is no use. 
The oil supply is 


limited, but when instead of conservation we 
have the wildest sort of exploitation the limit- 
ation of the supply has no effect in keeping the 
price level. But the consequent slump of prices 
acts as a substitute for the conservation meas- 
ure that we need. It being unprofitable to pro- 
duce oil, the needless new wells will not be 
drilled and some, at least, of the supply will be 
left m the ground for future needs. 


In the meantime chemists are getting near- 


er and nearer to the problem of finding an or- 
ganic substitute for petroleum fuel, that can be 
cheaply produced from plants or other ma- 
terial of inexhaustible supply. The occasional 
over-production and collapse of the oil market 
Fives them a little more time in which to work- 
on their processes.
